In the Soviet version, repeated 
day after day as fact through 
Moscow's methodical propaganda 
media, the ‘‘Events in Hungary”’ 
are depicted as a ‘‘Fascist coun- 
ter-revolution”’ inspired by U.S. 
“imperialists” and_ frustrated 
only by the Soviet army’s labors 
to prevent “‘a bloody Fascist mas 
sacre.”’ 

This presentation of the Soviet 
subjugation of Hungary was given 
its most exquisite embroidery in 
a joint communique issued last 
week by the Hungarian and Soviet 
governments. 


HURLS LIE CHARGE 


This government’s statement 
today was in reply to the joint 
communique. The _  Soviet-con- 
trolled government of Janos 
Kadar, the Hungarian premier, 
had ‘‘again falsified the record,”’ 
it stated, by maintaining that the 
uprising was ‘‘a Fascist counter- 
revolution unleashed by the U.S.” 


The facts, it noted, were these: 

1. The revolt was spontaneous 
and supported by the entire na- 
tion. 

2. It was crushed only by the 
intervention of the Soviet army, 
which remained in Hungary as 
“‘an open confession by the Kadar 
regighe that it does not have the 
confidence of the people and can- 
not exist without the protection 
of Soviet troops.”’

The condition of most of the state's 
interstate highways today resulted from 
a lack of maintenance and moderniza- 
tion. Because of political road building, 
the main thoroughfares literally have 
been allowed to go to pot. 

Another problem the state must face 
in the mammoth federal aid program is 
that of repair of the hundreds of miles of 
interstate highways which Will be built. 
Just as Mr. Lawson reminded the coun- 
ties of their obligation, the state must 
remember it has a similar situation. 

Counties wanted the rural road pav- 
ing. They should not come crying to the 
state to take them over. Geofgia, too, 
must accépt its responsibility in main- 
taining the miles of new paving made 
possible under the federal program.

Gift buying by hospital staff members, by 
hospital visitors, patients and many ‘‘outsiders’”’ 
has to date brought in approximately $45,000. 


In addition to the hospital work, including 
Staffing the gift shop, the auxiliary members 
headed by Mrs. Robert Schwab Jr. also work as 
volunteers five days a week in the clinic.

Only this week everything is out of kilter. Mrs. Ashby has 
already been in. And the notice she brought was not a single 
paragraph on a sheet of paper but something lengthier and defi- 
nitely disturhing. She is quitting her lectures! ; 

The way Mrs. Ashby put it, she will take a vacation from the 
public lecture work but will continue her stadies. 

‘I shall continue to seek, search, ask and knock for more 
disclosure of the True, Beautiful and Good,”’ she said. 


Mrs. Ashby is one of Atlantda’s more remarkable citizens. The 
second column I ever wrote for The Constitution was about a 
visit to her home, which was then a tremendous old house on 


Cooper street jammed with antiques and souvenirs of her world 


travels and surrounded by a tangled garden with plants she had 
picked up in foreign lands and named for people she met there. 
She has since moved and I can never remember to ask her if she 
took the King Farouk tree with her. 

Mrs. Ashby says she became interested in psychology— 
‘‘Properly, the Science of the Soul’’—more than 50 years ago and 


went to India to study philosophy with Swami Abhedemando at 
the Vwdanta Ashrama in the Himalayas. 


‘‘He asked me to be his amanuensis for his commentaries on 
the Bhagavad Gita, but time would not permit. I felt honored 
just the same,”’ she said. 

(Amanuensis. ‘That means secretary.) 

In 1906 she organized the Atlanta Psychological Society and

has met faithfully with it every Sunday except for times when she 


was traveling or teaching such groups as the Boston Metaphysical 


Club. She was one of the early woman’s suffrage leaders and has 


a certificate for distinguished and meritorious service signed by 
Clara Chapman Catt for her work in getting the vote for women 
during World War I. She has been an ardent member of the East- 
ern Star for almost 50 years, holding such top posts as worthy 
grand matron for the state and ‘‘past worthy grand marshal of 
the General Grand Chapter.”’ 


For those of us who know Mrs. Ashby but were not privileged 
to attend her lectures, one of the most impressive things about 
her is her stately manner and the vast ease and dignity with 
which she wears her strange and wondrous collection of jewels. 
She had what was said to be Atlanta’s outstanding collection of 
star sapphires, although when I first met her she told me she was 
selling them off one ata time. She has an amazing collection of 
cameos, including a big breast pin depicting the Last Supper, and 
all manner ‘of trinkets embodying her favorite Masonic cmblem. 


She feels a certain satisfaction that her work in psychology 
has led to the organization of study clubs and she takes a vaca- 
tion, well content. 

“I look back over these many years of service with pleasure 
and well-being,’’ she said, ‘‘for being able, as Frank Stanton says 
in his poem, ‘to keep on keeping on.’ ”’

looks more like a fullback than an outfielder... 
but his game is baseball and his hobby is home 
runs. 

Atlanta manager Buddy Bates, watching 
Guettler asault pitches in a recent Wichita bat- 
ting practice, observed: ‘‘You know, I thought 
Guettler was a bigger fellow than that. But he 
does meet that ball solid, doesn’t he?’' 

The 29-year-old outfielder, who struck 62 
home runs for a new Texas League record last 
season, is larger than he appears.
